The Niagara River, which forms the 
boundary between tin: United State 
and the Dominion of Canada, is 36 
miles long. Goat Island, which stands 
on the brink of the precipice, separates 
the two falls. 
The American Kails, on 


the right is about 900 feet long anil 
j6.j fept in height. The one on 
the 


left is called Jlorseshoe Kallb, from its 
supposed resemblance to a horseshoe-, 
but it has not ihat appearance now. 
This Kail is nearly 2,000 feet long and 
158 feet in height. 


The quantity of water that goes 


over tho Falls is estimated to be 
100 


million tons per hour. The thickness 
of the sheet is supposed to be twenty 
feet. The vast volume of water is con- 
stantly wearing away 
the massive 


Table Rock, which formerly stood at 
the top of the bank now lies at the 
edge of the svater. On one occasion 
when a portion of it fell Home 
fifty 


persons had just left tho spot. 
Uelow 


the Kails for a short distance the walei 
is almost a dead calm and of a deep 
blue color. 


About two miles below arc the 


Whirlpool Rapids. These arc said to 
be caused by the narrowness of the 
channel. 
All the Viater from tho ({real 


Lakes—except Ontario—is here con 
ccntrated in a channel about 300 feet 
wide and 250 feet deep. 
As far at 


the eye can reach tho water thunders 
down in great billows of foam, and in 
places whirling up a distance of twenty 
or thirty feet with a roar that is deaf- 
ening. These rapids arc reached by 
an inclined railway 296 feet long, op- 
erated by water power. It was here 
that Captain Webb, who attempted to 
swim the rapids last summer, is sup- 
posed to have met his death, 
His 


widow is now engaged in selling pho- 
tographs and trinkets at the building. 
Half a mile down the river can be 
seen the whirlpool, but want of time 
compelled us to forego the sight, 
We 


now consider Trospcct Park. This 
park is owned by a corporation which 
has tastefully arranged it into spaciou 
grass plots and broad gravel walks. At 
Prospect Point one can stand and with 
a cane reach into the foaming tor- 
rent. 


From the Park we go down the In- 


clined Kail way to the edge of I he 
river below the falls to the Shadow of 
the Rock and the Huri'umne I fridge, 
These cannot be seen to advantage 
without rubber garments, i>s spray is 
continually falling. Here we can look 
at walls of solid rock—nature's own 
masonry, towering towards the heav- 
ens, a distance of several hundred 
feet. 


Below can be seen the Railway 


Suspension Bridge, the new suspension 
bridge and the great Cantilerer Mridge 
—all magnificent works of mechanical 
science. 


Returning we enter the art gallery, 


, where can be seen views of various 
kinds, microscopically enlarged. 
The 


Park and Falls are brilliantly illumina- 
ted every evening with electric light. 
The view of the Kails at this time is 
grand. Coming out of the Park we 
went a short distance above to Goat 
Island Bridge, which we cross and 
are on the Island. 
This contains 


about 70 acres and obtained its name 
Jrom the fact that about the year 1770 
some goats w<»re left there to pasture 
and perished during the winter, From 
this point many grand and beautiful 
objects may be seen- Among the

With tho help of tholr 
grown children they each raise a largo 
amount of produce and honoy annually. 
Tho husband acts as their agent. Ho 
hives tholr swarms of boos and charges 
thorn for it; ho renders special aid 
when called upon and is paid for It: ho 
sells tholr crops and honoy when It is 
ready and credits *oaoh wife with her 
duo share. Most of thorn live in suites 
of apartments under tho roof of his 
groat house in town, but tho llrst wifo 
has a beautiful farm of her own a littlo 
out of tho city, to which sho and her 


. 
children havo retired, to end tholr days 
in peaceful Independence. 


The way in which this old gentleman 


has always arranged his domestic lllo 
is reported to bo thus; Ho had odftaln 
rooms in his house whore ho kopt his 
bod, his wardrobe, his books, and saw 
iiny risitors who called upon him, Hero 
ho was a bachelor and horo ho stayed 
every othor day aud night.

somewhat higher in Chicago or Now 
York and somewhat lower in other 
oitloH, but, taking the country ovor, Iho 
average will bo about tho »amo. 


Jf you want to become a butcher you 


must servo a throe years' apprentice- 
ship, Tho rule ia to board with your 
employer, and tho first year you may, 
f handy and willing, got $25 or $30 
abovo board. During tho Jlrst yoaryou 
will drivo cart and do tho rough work, 
After tho third year you will got all 
Lho way from $7 to $14 por week. 
J'horo Is ono butohor in Detroit receiv- 
ing $20 por wook, but there aro plenty 
working for loss than $M. 
In most 


cusos tho apprentice sots up for him- 
self after his torm haa expired, aud few 
b\itohors travel on tho trade. 


ho apprentice to a harness maker 


must serve tho snnio tinio. 
Tho best 


boy will not got over $fi nor month tho 
llrst yoar, and tho majority only $8. It 
is all shop work, aiul used to bo con- 
sldorod a good trade, but of lalo yoara 
so many state prisons havo gono into 
the business, and machinery has had 
so much to do with it, that harness- 
makers aro discouraged. In tho aver- 
ago shops journeymen can bo hirod for 
$9 to $10 por week, 
il is doubtful if 


the very best men, working on fancy 
harness, can mako ovor $15 por wook. 


If you would bo a shooumkor you 


must also servo throo years. 
You 


would got what is called ""board and 
clothos tho iirst yoar, which moaus 
board and about $L>5 In cash. 
The 


second year you would get board and 
about $oO, and third yoar board and 
$100. 
During this apprenticeship, il 


you woro tho right kind of a boy, you 
would bo allowed to earn considerable 
change for yourself by odd jobs of 
cobbling. 
'Iho wages of good journey- 


men shoemakers arc from $12 lo $15 
por wook, and a good man U novor out 
of work. There Is no lost time, and 
weather which is bad for other trades 


good for tho shoemaker. 
Tho tinner's apprentice servos tho 


same period. Tho wages) given are $50, 
$76 and $100 por your, with board, but 
if your employer is tho right kind of a 
man ho will allow you to earn a dime 
occasionally by mending a loak. Many 
tinners aro also plumbur.s, but in citlos 
tho two trades aro kept separately. Any 
ono of them can, however, work moro 
or loss with other tools. 
Uooftng and 


shoot-iron work should go with Iho 
trade, The wages of u good journey- 
man are $iJ por day, but moro aro re- 
ceiving $10 por wook than tibovo it. 
Labor-saving machinery has sadly in- 
terforod with tlio journeyman during 
tho last six yutvrs. 
Tho pans, plo-tlns, 


cups and several other articles ho used 
to cut by pattern and solder together 
arc now stamped at a blow without 
seams. 


Tho baker business takos no regular 


apprentice. Boys aro taken to work, 
and are allowed to lonrn how lo bake, 
but thoro ia no agreement as to time. 
The greater portion of tho work can bo 
learned in a year, but bakers who havo 
followed tho trade for twenty years 
can still ioarn something new, 
Tho 


wagos aro frfnu $7 to $12 per wook, It 
s a fancy bakor who gota tho latter 
[IglU'O. 


Tho apprenticeship lo a plumber is 


for throe years. A boy will got about 
$8 per wook, without board, the llrst 
yoar, and $5 lo $0 tho second. 
A 


plumber who Is also a 'sleaiu-IHtor can 
count on from $8 lo $3.60 por day and 
steady work. Tho wages paid to cither 
a plumber or gas-litter will average 
$8 por day. 


The apprenticeship to a cabinet-mak- 


er is for tho same term, but, owing to 
labor-saving machinery, penal labor 
and other causes, it is perhaps tho 
poorest trade a boy can loaru. 
Good 


cabinet makers* aro working for lossj 
than $2 por day, and tho very best 
hands won't average over $13 por, 
wook. 
An approntlco would bo paid 


about $2 por week tho first yoar, but 
without board. 


In citlos of any sluo a painter moans 


a craftsman who paints buildings. Ho 
does not pretend to meddle with nuy-i 
thing furthor, or at least should not. 
An apprentice would serve about ouo 
year at* say, $8 por wook. After that 
lie could draw pretty fair wagos, but 
tho average pay is not ovor $2 per day, 
and thoro is a groat deal of lost timo. ' 


Paper-hanging and' decorating havo 


come to bo an art. Men with tasto and 
skill can earn from $2.25 to $3.60 per 
day. An apprentice would have to1 
aorvo at lonst two years, and would not 
bo paid ovor $8 por week the Iirst year.

1 took three or four loads of wheat 


to Orange last week and sold it to 
John Richmond fc Sons for 85 cents 
per bushel. This is the first wheat the 
writer has sold at Orange since the 
Pan Handle railroad has been in oper- 
ation, although a wheat raiser all the 
years. Recollection brought vividly 
to my mind long years ago, when in 
the days of my younger life, I hauled 
wheat to Kvnnsburg first and .sold to 
Josheph H. Watkiris, then a merchant 
and wheat buyer there. Then, in the 
year 1842, to John Richmond; then 
in i8,|7 to Richmond & Johnson 
(Mr. James R, Johnson, now of our 
town.) 
In those "balmy days" along 


in September and October, if the 
weather was good you would hardly 
be out of sight of* team with a wag- 
on loaded with wheat coming from 
this or some other settlement,

Wheat 
wagons stood thick about tho ware 
houses those days, and at noon many 
wagons were seen stuck in the corners 
and around under the shade trees eat- 
ing while the owner was in the gro- 
cery ot some place eating his lunch, 
and perhaps taking u snort out of a 
demijohn or a tumbler of ale, 
His 


whistle was then clear, 
Mr. 
Rich- 


mond, Sr., informs me that, in thu year 
1847, he and Mr.: James R. Johnson 
went into the dry goods business in 
Orange; that in the fall and winter of 
1848 they bought dressed pork 
from 


a;/ to 3 cents per pound and packed 
it, and traded dry goods and groceries 
for a large portion of it. 
In the spring 


of 1850 Capt. Richmond sold out 
his 


share of the store to Mr. Johnson and 
started over the plains to California 
with a company of fifteen men. 
Two 


of his men, Robert Muckcy and 
George DeWalt died at Salt Lake- 
City on the way tn California. 
In 


July, 1852, Mr. F, returned and 
com- 


menced buying wheat and other grain 
for Mr. Johnson at $ i per clay and 
boarded himself, 
During the 
fall 


while Mr. J. and wife were on a visit, 
Mr. Richmond bought wheat for his 
employer that cleared him, on his to 
rcturn, $1500,
